Ministerial authority 
now allows construction of new dwellings up to £1200 and housing repairs to £150 in any financial year without a 


permit from the Department of Works and Housing. 


The permits shown above relate to building permits issued by local government authorities and not to approvals 


granted under Government Building Control Regulations.

SEASONAL CONDITIONS —TASMANIA. 


Although rainfall during September was above normal in the South-Eastern district, deficiencies, ranging 
from 17 per cent in the Northern and Central Plateau divisions to 66 per cent in the Midlands, have resulted in 
crops being backward in many parts of the State; while the stock position is not very promising. In the Derwent 
Valley growth has been slow, and the wet state of the ground has retarded soil preparation. Stock are reported 
to be showing the effects of the cold winter, but are improving. Heavy losses of sheep and lambs were experi- 
enced. Pastures in some parts are responding to the warmer weather, while orchards in the Derwent Valley 
and Huon districts show promise of good crops. In the South-Hast stock are in low condition due to feed short- 
age, whilst there have been heavy losses of sheep and lambs. Creeks and waterholes are dry in some parts and 
seasonal prospects are poor. Growth is backward in the Midlands. Stock are in fair condition but in parts 
require hand-feeding, while losses of sheep and lambs have been general. Pastures have made little growth and 
general prospects in this division are not good. On the Hast Coast growth is generally backward and rain is 
needed in parts. Stock are deteriorating in condition because of fodder shortage. The lambing result has been 
poor, and some losses are reported. The seasonal prospects are diminishing and late frosts have not helped to 
improve the position. In the North and North-West growth is backward and vegetable plantings, except for 
potatoes, have been delayed. Pastures, with some exceptions, are making slow growth, and a late season is indicated. 


REHABILITATION—TASMANIA. 


During the month of August, 1945, 347 (237) males and 28 (24) females were discharged from the services 
in Tasmania. Of the males, 34 (27) went to Agriculture and Dairying, &c.; 38 (27) to the Building Industry; 
42 (33) to Retail Trade; 27 (23) to Transport and Communication; and 21 (6) to Public Administration; while 
50 (39) deferred placement or commenced full-time industrial training.
